Six Heidelberg Boys Pay for 
Discussion of How Der 
Fuehrer Eats Asparagus. —

BERLIN, July 16—Six Heidel- 
berg students are expiating their 
frivolous behavior in a concentra- 
tion camp, the Nazi weekly Land- 
post reported today. 


Instead of listening reverently to 
the broadcast of a speech by Adolf 
Hitler, the six young aristocrats 
made unseemly noises, it was 
charged, and started a farcical dis- 
cussion of how Der Fuehrer ate 
asparagus. 

Their antics caused a two-year 
suspension of the famous Saxo- 
Borussian fraternity, but the Nazi 
press started a clamor for more 
drastic punishment. 

The Landpost reported: “These 
young sprigs of aristocracy have 
been transferred to- another educa- 
tional establishment where biack- 
shirted warders are teaching them 
both manners and manual labor.” 


TWO KILLED, 6 INJURED 
IN BRITISH PLANE CRASH 


Loses Altitude on Taking Off for 
Silver Jubilee Review 
: of Fleet. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 16.—Two persons 
were killed today in the blazing 
wreckage of an airplane which 
crashed at the edge of Heston Air- 
drome after a take-off for Spithead 
for the silver jubilee review of the 


British fleet. 

The plane was chartered by two 
men named Vickers and Da Costa, 
Throgmorton street brokers, for a 
cruise around Spithead. It crashed 
as it loSt‘altitude after taking off 
with seven passengers and burst 
into flames immediately. 

The dead were two passengers, 
Maj. A. W. Fosbroke-Hobbes, gen- 
eral secretary of the research de- 
partment of the Conservativeparty, 
and H. Newhouse. The pilot and 
five other passengers, including 
one woman, Margaret Vickers, were 
taken to a hospital suffering from 
burns and injuries. 


MIXED NUDE BATHING NOW 
DISAPPROVED BY SOVIETS 


Coal Mine Manager Who Tore Down 

Dividing Wall Receives Official 

Rebuke. 
By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, July 16.—Mixed nude 
bathing in Soviet Russia has fallen 
into official disfavor as “offensive 
to the dignity of Soviet citizens.” 

An example was made yesterday 
in the case of the manager of a 
coal mine in the Don Basin, who 
instructed employes of both sexes 
to bathe together and, objecting to 
the presence of a dividing wall in 
the public bath, called modesty “a 
prejudice of the old Bourgeois 
days.” He was rebuked by the of- 
ficial newspaper, Izvestia, which 
said, “It is necessary to make peo- 
ple understand that the dignity of 
a Soviet citizen is a hundred times 
more worthy of concern than the 
tearing down of walis of public 
baths.”

BERLIN, July 16—Varian Fry,| 


a graduate of Harvard in 1930 and 
editor of the magazine “The Living 
Age,” published in New York, issued 
the following statement today in 
connection with last night’s anti- 
Jewish rioting: - 

“I was informed at about 8 o’clock 
last night that there was an anti- 
Jewish demonstration in the streets. 
I. hurried out and presently heard 
shouting toware the east end of 
Kurfuerstendamm boulevard. 

“When I got there I found a 
large crowd lined up on both sides 
of the street, forcing each car 
which came by to run the gant- 


let, stopping all cars in which Jew-| 


ish-looking men or women were 


riding, and dragging out the Jews 
and beating them up. 

“I saw one man brutally kicked 
and spat on as he lay on the side- 
walk, a woman was bleeding, a 
dirty tear-stained face, a man 
whose head was covered with blood, 
hysterical women crying, men los- 
ing their temper at the police or 
the storm troopers being kicked 
or dragged off, women begging 
their men ‘to keep out of the fight 
and crying and pleading. 

Says Police Gave No Aid. 


“Nowhere did the police seem to 
make any effort whatever to pre- 
vent the victims from this brutal- 
ity. Occasionally they attempted 
to clear areas for motor traffic to 
rget through or to prevent the 
crowds from collecting in front of 
certain apparently favored cafes. 
That was all... 

“All along Kurfuerstendamm the 
crowd raised the shout ‘Jude!’ 
whenever anyone sighted or 
thought he had sighted a Jew. 
The cry sent the crowd converging 
on the poor victim who was asked 
for his identification papers. 
he could not prove himself a good 
‘Ayran’ he was insulted, spat on, 
roughly- handled, and’ sometimes 
knocked down, kicked and beaten. 

“The. cry ‘Jude!’ would. be. raised 
at another point and the crowd 
would hurry off to a new victim. 

~ “Chant .Would Be Raised.” 

“At times a chant would be 
raised—I can’t remember the Ger- 
man, but the chant was something 
like ‘get the hell out—blood run- 
ning—noses—the best Jew is a dead 
Jew’—precisely like a Christian 
liturgy, with a leader speaking the 
lines first and the crowd chanting,

“This was a sight, I never had 
seen in Berlin before. It pretty 
obviously was connected with last 
night’s circus.” 


U. S. Midshipman Put in Jail. 
E. W. Wood of New York, a mid 


shipman on the United States bat-- 


tleship Wyoming, was arrested dur- 
ing the riots and spent the night in 
jail. He was released today after 
paying a fine of 50 marks—about 
$20. 

Several hundred midshipmen 
spending a holiday in Berlin wit- 
nessed 'the riots. Wood said he was 
standing on a cafe terrace when a 
woman was felled with fist blows. 
Another woman protested, the 
American said, whereupon she too 
was knocked down. 

The big man who struck her 
turned to Wood, he related, and 
asked: “What do you think cf 
that?” 

Wood voiced his disapproval. The 
man persisted: “What are you go- 
ing to do about it?” 

A fight started. Police intervened 
and arrested Wood, who could not 
say whether his adversary was 
seized. 

Wood is a composer of popular 
music, 

The rioting resulted in a “warn- 
ing to elements inimical to the 
state” by the state police today.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Testi- 


mony that names signed to tele- 
grams sent to members of Congress 
in opposition to the Utility Holding 
Company bill were selected from 2 
telephone directory at the direc- 
tion of a utility company represen- 
tative was given today to Senate 
investigators. 


J. A. Fisher. manager cf the 
Western Union office at Warren, 
Pa., told the Senate Lobby Commit- 
tee he had sent about 1300 telegrams 
to Representatives and Senators in 
opposition to the Utility Holding 
Company bill. 

Says Brewster Shifted. 

Earlier, a Senator and two Repre- 
sentatives testified in the House 
lobby investigation that they 
thought Representative Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine, was for the provision 
in the utilities bill for abolishing 
“unnecessary” holding companies 
until he voted the other way. 

Chairman Wheeler of the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Committee, 
and Representatives Rankin (Dem.) 
Mississippi and Maverick (Dem.), 
Texas, said their conversations with 
the former Governor of Maine con- 
vinced them he was enthusiastical- 
ly behind the Senate bill wanted by 
President Roosevelt and. particu- 
larly the provision to abolish hold- 
ing companies. 

Fisher testificd that R. B. Her- 
ron, a bond salesman for the Asso- 
ciated Gas & Electric Co., came to 
him after the Senate bill had been 
passed and before it went to the 
House and said he had been in- 
structed by his Erie employers to 
get 1000 messages to Representative 
Driscoll (Dem.), Pennsylvania. 

He said Herron asked him to help 
get him some signatures for the 
telegrams because two of his assist- 
ants had recently been drowned and 
he needed help. 

“IT told him no,” Fisher said, “but 
I agreed to write the messages if 
he dictated them.’ 

Fisher said Herron came in daily 
and dictated for an hour at a time, 
using names from a list he had and 
then starting with the names begin- 
ning with “A’ in the telephone di- 
rectory. He added Herron would 
call him at various times and ask 
him to release the telegrams after 
they had accumulated, one batch 
running to 217. 

He said Herron paid for the mes- 
sages to Driscoll. As for messages 
sent to Senators he said Herron 
paid for some and a Mr. Stephen- 
son, “an employe of a power com- 
pany there” paid for some. Others 
were paid for by an unknown per- 
sor, he said, while -bout four were 
charged to the telephone company. 

Fisher took the stand after Rep- 
resentative Driscoll had told the 
committee headed by Senator Black 
(Dem.), Alabama, that he had re- 
ceived 816 telegrams on June 27 
and 28 from Warren and Meadville 
signed by persons who later denied 
having sent them. 

Original Telegrams Burned. 

Fisher testified that the originals 
of more than 1000 telegrams sent 
from Warren had been burned. The 
witness-denied he had anything to 
do with destruction of the originals, 
but said he had been suspended 
without pay “until I prove myself 
innocent.” 

He said he suspected Herron and 
an operator and had consulted an 
attorney to protect his interests. He 
said a messenger boy burned the 
telegrams at the request of the op- 
erator. 

Fisher declared Herron came to 
him and said his superiors had 
asked him to have the original mes- 
sages burned and asked him to do 
it. 

“I told him I-would not have any- 
thing to do with it,” Fisher sai, 
“because it might be incriminating 
to the Western Union.” 

“Then what did he say?” asked 
Chairman Black. “He changed the 
subject entirely and said they had 
asked him about throwing a bar- 
rel of kerosene into the cellar.” 

Fisher said he and two superiors 
investigated a fire in the basement 
and found charred. telegrams bear- 
ing on the utility bill and recog- 
nized several as being addressed 
to Representative Driscoll.

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MAN IN CUSTODY 
ADMITS IE PLANT 
HOLDUP. KILLING 


Ralph Sinamon Says He 
Acted on ‘‘Nutty Im- 
pulse” When He Accost- 
ed John Agnitch. | 


50-CENT PISTOL ~ 
USED IN SHOOTING 


Prisoner Declares He 
Bought Weapon but Did 
Not Know What He’d 
Do With It. 


Ralph Sinamon, unemployed 
stationary engineer, who has ad- 
mitted he shot and killed John 
Agnitch in an attempted holdup 
Sunday at the office of the .City 
Ice & Fuel Co., at 2400 South Ninth 
street, told reporters today he-acted 
on a “nutty impulse.” 

“T don’t know why I did it,” 


said Sinamon, who is 37 years old, 
married and has:.a 16-year-old son. 
He has never before been arrested 
for any crime. 

“Sunday I took my brother to 
church,” he continued. “I parked 
the car on Broadway at Utah 
street, across from Lyon Park. 
Then I went for a walk. When 
I passed the ice plant I looked in 
and saw this man was alone at 4 
desk. : ’ 
“I drew the revolver and said, 
‘This is a stick up.’ He‘ grabbed 
my arm and twisted it so that the 
gun went off. Then I ran out.” 

Seized Soon After Shooting. 

Persons who saw Sinamon run 
from the ice plant told police in 
what direction he had gone and 15 
minutes later they arrested him at 
Second and Dorcas streets, 10 blocks 
away. 

Sinamon was shirtless, but in the 
weeds nearby police found a tan 
shirt that had been thrown away. 
Agnit¢h, in struggling with the rob- 
ber, had torn a wide strip from the 
front of the shirt. A cheap .38-cali- 
ber revolver from which one shot 
had been fired was in the weeds 
nearby. 

Until last night Sinamon denied 
knowledg> of the shooting and said 
he was Ralph Commer. Finally he 
told Assistant Circuit Attorney Mc- 
Laughlin that if he could talk with 
Justice of the Peace Anton Sestric, 
he might “clear this up.” 

Sestric was sent. for, and after 
he had talked with Sinamon for 
about an hour, Sinamon made his 
statement. He admitted that the 
torn shirt and the revolver found 
in the weeds were his. 

Fifty-Cent Revolver. 

The revolver, Sinamon said, was 
one he had bought for 50 cents two 
weeks ago from a stranger. When 
he bought it, he said, he had no 
idea of what he would do with it. 

Sinamon lives at 9915 Lark ave- 
nue, St. Louis County. Until a 
month ago, he toid police, he had 
been employed regularly at an over- 
all factory at a salary cf $130 a 
month. 

Agnitch, who was 47 years old, 
lived at 5745 Delor street. His widow 
and two children survive.

T COUNTESS ODE 


Court Declares American Was 
Victim of ‘Plot by So-Called 
Nobility’ to Get Money. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 16.—Supreme 
Court Justice Cotillo handed down 
an opinion today, confirming the 
report on Special Referee Fay and 
annulling the marriage of Clen- 
denin J. Ryan Jr., grandson of the 
late Thomas Fortune Ryan, and the 
youthful Marie Wurmbrand-Stup- 
pach Ryan, an Austrian Countess. 
Thomas F, Ryan left an estate of 
$153,164,000. 

Justice Cotillo declared the mar- 
riage was “a plot or scheme, con- 
cocted in a foreign country by mem- 
bers of the so-called nobility or 
titled class, who had been render- 
ed desperate by needs engendered 
by poverty and a desire to ‘obtain 
means to continue their luxurious 
existence by any method save of 
honest effort.” 

“The plan was to inveigle some 
wealthy American, or the scion of 
some family of wealth and stand- 
ing here, into marriage with the 


|defendant in order that she might 


by some means force her husband 
or his family to provide her with a 
substantial sum of money, which, 
it was planned, was to be used to 
relieve the existing financial dis- 
tress of the defendant and her 
mother,” Justicg Cotillo continued 
in his opinion. 

He found that shortly after the 
Countess’ marriage to Ryan Feb. 
20, 1934, she informed her husband, 
after refusing to live with him, that 
she demanded the right to have sex 
relations with other men, and told 
him that he should seek such rela- 
tions with other women. ; 

The findings of the Court dis- 
close >that Mrs. Ryan’s. mother, 
Countess *° May Wurmbrand-Stup- 
pach, had been put in jail in Aus- 
tria on criminal charges of defraud-

The decision remarked that Ryan

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MAJ GEN. LEACH LEAPS 
FROM BURNING PLANE 


Wanders Several Hours in Ari- 
- ona Desert Before Reach- 
: ing Ranch.

KINGMAN, Ariz., July 16.—Major- 
General George E. Leach, chief of 
the National Guard Bureau, wan- 
dered for several hours yesterday 
through Arizona waste lands after 
making a parachute jump from 34 
burning army airplane. 

Being flown from Washington, D. 
C., to Santa Maria, Cal., Léach 
leaped on the order of the pilot of 
the ship, Capt. Charles M. Cum- 
mings, who flew 10 miles before 
abandoning it. P 

A widespread search for Leach 
was under way when he appeared 
here shortly before midnight. 

Cummings landed near a ranch- 
house, organized a searching party, 
and hurried to Seligman to notify 
Washington. Rescue planes and 
two national guard companies were 
sent into the area. 

Leach, dusty from his long tramp 
in the desert and his subsequent 
ride into town, laughed as he told 
of his experiences. Ten ‘minutes 
after his arrival, Cummings arrived 
from Seligman. 

Cummings said he told Leach “to 
get ready to jump” when the plane 
caught fire. But all Leach heard 
was the word “jump” and he lost 
no time in following what he 
thought were the pilot’s directions. 

“I tumbled like a ball before the 
parachute finally opened,” he 
laughed, “then I fell in the biggest 
‘hole outside of the Grand Canyon.” 

He said he cut his left arm either 
in crawling out of the plane or in 
the fall, possibly landing on a 
rock. 

Leach followed a fence line until 
he met a sheep herder. He was 
shown to a ranch and then taken 
into Kingman by cowboys. 


16 ON RELIEF, CAMP NEAR 
PHILADELPHIA CITY HALL 


Persons ‘Ousted From Condemned 
Homes Demand Board Find 
Them New Ones, 
PHILADELPHIA, July 16.—Four 
women and 12 men camped last 
night in an alley near city hall, 
refusing to move until the county 
relief board finds them homes. 
They were among 23 persons oust- 
ed last Saturday from condemned 
houses in a south. Philadelphia dis- 

trict 10 blocks from city hall. 

Their meager, dilapidated house- 
hold belongings were hauled to the 
alley in the wagon of a friend. 
The goods were set up in the open, 
not far from the relief board’s 
headquarters. 

Relief officials promised their 
rent would be paid if they would 
go away and find new homes. 


. “You find the homes for us,” was 
the reply of their leader. “That’s 
your job.”

NO STANDARD 
SET UP BY ACT 


Two Judges Sign Majority 
Opinion in Cotton Tex- 
tile Mill Suit Chosen by 
Government for Test— 
Senior Justice Dissents. . 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, July 16.—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals held 
unconstitutional today the process- 
ing and floor taxes imposed under 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 

The Court found that Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace has no au- 
thority to. impose taxes. under the 
Constitution or decisions of the Sue 
preme Court. 

The Circuit Court’s decision was 
given on a test case instituted by 
receivers of the Hoosac Mills, which 
sought recovery of $81,694 paid in 
processing and floor taxes on cot- 
ton used in manufacturing textiles. 

The decision was signed by 
Judges Scott Wilson and George F, 
Morris. Judge George H. Bingham, 
senior Justice, dissented, but wrote 
no opinion. 

Excerpts From Opinion. 

“It is clear,” said the majority de- 
cision, that the main purpose of the 
act, “is to control and regulate the 
production of the so-called basic ag- 
ricultural commodities of the sever- 
al states, through agreements with 
the producers and in consideration | 
of what is termed rental or benefit 
payments, to reduce acreage or pro- 
duction for market sufficient to in- 
crease the current average price of 
such products to that elusive point 
where the returns to the farmer 
from the production of such com- 
modities will purchase under pres- 
ent conditions the same amount of 
industrial products that the. returns 
to the farmer from the same prod- 
ucts would buy in the five-year pre- 
war period from July, 1909, to Aug- 
mat, TRB Gs io 8 5 

“The power of Congress to regu- 
late interstate commerce does not 
authorize it to do so by taxing prod- 
ucts either of agriculture or indus- 
try before they enter interstate com- 
merce, or otherwise to control their 
production merely -because their 
production may indirectly affect in- 
terstate commerce. 

“The issue is not, as the Govern- 
ment contends, whether Congress 
can appropriate funds raised by 
general taxation for any purpose 
deemed by Congress in furtherance 
of the ‘general welfare,’ but whether 
Congress has any power to control 
or regulate matters left to the 
states and lay a special tax for that 
purpose.” : 

‘Not Administrative Function.’ 

The court also set forth that “the 
power to determine what the law 
shall be, what property shall be af- 
fected by taxation, or regulation, 
and what standards shall govern 
the administrative officers in ad- 
ministering acts of Congress, has 
never been held to be an adminis- 
trative function.” 

“The power to impose a tax and 
to determine what property shall 
bear a tax can only be determined 
by the legislative department of the 
Government,” the opinion said. “If 
Congress undert: kes to lay down 
a guide for an administrative offi- 
cer to follow in carrying .out its 
mandates, it must be by an intel- 
ligible and a reasonably definite 
standard. ... 

“The balance between production 
and consumption of certain com- 
modities or the equalizing of the 
purchasing power thereof between 
certain widely separated periods 
alone forms no such standard,

Hawaiian stamp with a small de- 
fect was sold at Harmer’s Bond 
Street Galleries here recently for 
$10,250. It was one of a group of 
Hawaiian stamps that swelled the 
final day’s sales of the: famous 
Hind -stamp collection by $37,500. 
The Hawaiian group was spoken of 
as the missionary because the ma- 
jority of them were found on let- 
ters from missionaries for the 
United States who went to the 
islands early in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

Final receipts for the coilection 
made by the late Arthur M. Hind, 
American millionaire, totaled about 
$850,000. It required more than a 
year to hold the 11 auctions to dis- 
pose of the collection, said to have 
been. one of the finest made.

At Reed Hospital attendants said 
Lioyd was “very seriously injured” 
and that an operation had been per- 
formed to save his right arm. The 
extent of his injuries will not be 
known, they said, until X-ray pho- 
tographs of hig entire body had

The pychon 26 feet long, was be- 
ing carried from the cage in which 
it had been shipped from the Malay 
jungle.

At Disposal of Police. 

“The subdivisions of the Nazi 
movement, especially the PO (Po- 
litical Organization) and the Storm 
Troops, immediately placed them- 
selves at the disposal of the police 
in order to cut the ground fro.n 
under these dark forces by quick- 
ly re-establishing order. 

“Thanks to the co-operation of 
the police and the _ subdivisions’ 
movement, it was actually possible 
within a very short time to prevent 
further disturbances. 

“It needs no further mention to 
point out that the state and the 
movement in the future, too, will 
co-operate most intensively in or- 
der to prevent every disturbance 
of public order.” 

Newspapers said the disturbances 
followed the sentencing of six Jews 
and six Aryan women in Breslau 
yesterday to concentration camps. 

Strict Orders Issued. 

Strict orders were issued today 
by storm troop leaders for a hands- 
off attitude in future anti-semitic 
demonstrations in Berlin. 

“Alien and Jewish elements are 
trying to bring the storm troops 
into disfavor,’ the order stated. 
“Even though the behavior of peo- 
ple of the foreign race must be dis- 
countenanced most strongly, the 
storm troops must nevertheless 
maintain discipline and furnish new 
proof that they can fulfill-the tasks 
set by Der Fuehrer Hitler. 

“Berlin-Brandenberg formation 
therefore orders storm troops to 
refrain from all demonstrations and 
manifestations even when a mem- 
ber is wearing civilian clothes. All 
storm troops must, however, wear 
their uniforms outside office hours 
until further notice.”

VATICAN PROTESTS, ALLEGES 
NAZIS VIOLATED CONCORDAT 


Strong Note, Objecting on Three 
Points, Is Sent to German 
Government. 

By the Associated Press. 
VATICAN CITY, July 16.—It was 
learned today the Vatican had pro- 


tested strongly to the German Gov- 
ernment against its failure to carry 
out terms of the Concordat with 
the Vatican. 

The note sent to Berlin follows | 
the lines of the vigorous statement 
published on the front page of the 
newspaper Osservatore Romano 
yesterday. It protests on these 
three points: 

1. Forcing Catholics to. abide by 
the Nazi sterilization law. 

2 Encroathment on the free ex- 
istence of Catholic lay organiza-

3. Attacks on the freedom of the 
Catholic press. 

Dispatch of the note was ascribed 
to the Vatican's view that opposi- 
tion to the Catholic Church in Ger- 
‘many, hitherto unofficial, may now 
be regarded as official.

But little of the glass of this 
early date has survived the acci- 
dents of time and the vandalism of 
later centuries, even in the larger 
churches. Still less has come into 
the possession of museums and pri- 
vate collectors. The example now 
at the museum is considered re- 
markable not alone for that fact, 
but also because only 15 per cent of 
it represents replacements made in 
restoration. 

The Panels. 

In the course of reconstruction 
the order of the panels probably 
has been changed, as it does not 
follow the chronological sequence. 
In the lowest panel, the Three Holy 
Women are seen at the tom of 
Christ, with an angel pointing to 
the empty sepulchre. 

The panel above depicts the Cru- 
eifixion. The cross is flanked by 
the figures of the Virgin and St. 
John and above there are roundels 
representing the sun and the moon, 
gazing in awe at the divine sacri- 
fice. 

The third panel, as it now ap- 
pears, represents the Agony in the 
Garden. Most of the lower part of 
this panel, however, is a restora- 
tion of recent date, and it ‘s 
thought that in its original form 
this panel may have had another 
significance. Christ is shown 
kneeling in prayer between two 
trees. Above Him there are two 
angels bearing censers from 
heaven. : 

« Christ on Arc of Heaven. 

THe rounded top panel shows 
Christ in Majesty seated in an at- 
titude of benediction on the arc of 
heaven. Surrounding Him are the 
symbols of the four Evangelists, a 
man bearing a° scroll, for St. 
Matthew; the eagle of St. John; 
the lion of St. Mark and the ox of 
St. Luke. 

The window was purchased from 
ihe Brummer Gallery of New York 
‘or $11,000.

WATERWAY TRAFFIC DOUBLED 


Illinois Increase Despite Drop in 
Grain Transportation. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 16. — Guy 
Bartley, secretary-treasurer of the 
Inland Waterway Corporation, said 
today freight traffic on the Illinois 
waterway has doubled during the 
first six months of 1935. 

This year’s growth, Bartley said. 
has resulted despite a marked de- 
crease in the barge transportation 
of corn and other grain. 

In the three months _ starting 
with March, 1934, the company 
hauled 12,077 tons of corn and 
grains from such small ports as 
Havana, while only 1039 tons were 
hauled in the same period this year. 
The total traffic for the same three 
months in 1934 was 60,941 _ tons, 
while in 1935 it was 116,022.

TY HOSPITAL DEATH. 
RATE RISES SLIGHTLY 


Director Says 1934 Heat Wave 
Is Reason; Gites Causes for 
8.32 Pct. Average. 


An increase in the death rate at 
City Hospital during the last fiscal 
year is attributed to last summer's 
heat wave in the report of Dr. A. 
P. Rowlette, medical director, which 
was made a part of the annual re- 
port of the hospital commissioner, 
Dr. Ralph L. Thompson. 

Although 445 fewer patients were 
treated than ring the preceding 
year, the death rate increased from 


8.28 per cent to 8.32. 
“The high death rate which has 


always been evident in City Hos- 
pital is due to several causes,” Dr. 
Rowlette stated. “Cases are sent 
here to die—that is, incurables, such 
as cancer that have been operated 
or treated elsewhere and are un- 
desirable patients or unable to pay. 
“We receive a large number of 
badly injured patients from street 
and industrial accidents and also 
patients that have delayed consult- 
ing a physician or surgeon for sev- 
eral days because of inability to 
pay. Most of our applicants are 
on relief and their nutrition is poor, 
general hygiene below par and re- 
sistance to disease impaired. 


“Undoubtedly, the increase in 
death rate whicl we have experi- 
enced during the last fiscal year 
is due largely to the severe heat 
wave experienced during the last 
summer which alone advanced our 
deaths 47 over the year previous,” 


A new schedule of rates for pa- 
tients in city institutions who can 
pay for hospitalization was an- 
nounced as the result of a new 
study of medical costs’ by Dr. 
Thompson. Previous cost esti- 
mates, it was stated, did not take 
into consideration cost of services 
rendered by other city offices, spe- 
cial appropriations and depreciation 
and obsolescence, 

The following increase 
rates, based on cost, was an- 
nounced: City Hospital, increased 
from $2.69 to $3.39; City Infirmary, 
from $.296 to $.54; Robert Koch Hos- 
pital, from $1.635 to $2.35; City Sani- 
tarium, from $.543 to $.72. Operating 
costs for City Hospital No. 2 were 
given as $2.16; Isolation Hospital, 
$2.82; and St. Louis Training School, 
$1.23. 

The report on City Hospital 
showed 21,422 patients were admit- 
ted last year and that the daily av- 
erage of patients housed was 797. 
Consultations in the out-patient de- 
partment increased 13,000, attend- 
ance at the three dispensaries av- 
eraging 815 a day. Relief from 
overcrowded dispensaries was in 
sight, it was stated, with comple- 
tion of Homer G. Phillips Hospital 
for Negroes, expected by next July. 


A continued decline in the num- 
ber of persons treated for alcohol- 
ism also was reported. Last year 
there were 1330; the year before, 
1635, and the preceding year, 1941. 

Dr. George D. Kettelkamp, super- 
intendent of Koch Hospital, report- 
ed that a death rate of 12.65 per 
cent showed an increase over last 
year although the 788 persons. suf- 
fering with tuberculosis represent- 
ed a decrease of 37. He observed 
that unusually sick persons were 
admitted last year, 28 deaths oc- 
curring among persons there for 
less than three months. Effects of 
the economic depression and an in- 
crease in the number of Negro 
cases, treatment of which had been 
delayed, were cited as causes. 

Almost one-third of the 189 pa- 
tients discharged from Koch Hos- 
pital were classified as arrested 
cases. 

All institutions reported need for 
additional equipment and facilities, 
the basis of a request for an in- 
creased appropriation for the next

Puyallup is about 10 miles from 
Tacoma. | 

The officers, Chief of Police 
Frank Chadwick and Patrolman 
Harry W. Storem, were shot to 
death on a road outside Puyallup 
while chasing a holdup man who 
had robbed the Orting State Bank 
of $500. 

Shortly after the robbery was re- 
ported, Chadwick and Storem set 
out by. automobile in pursuit of the 
robber. Near the farm of John 
Urdea they drew alongside his car. 
Urdea said the man got out, walked 
around to the police automobile and 
suddenly opened fire. He then 


jumped into his automobile and 
sped away toward Buckley. 

“There were no shots from the 
police car,” Urdea said. Both of- 
ficers died within a few minutes. 

Less than an hour later the rob- 
ber’s automobile was found near 
Sumner. 

Capt. Ernie Yoris of the Seattle 
Sheriff's office thought the fugi- 
tive might be Dainurd, ex-convict, 
who is wanted also on bank rob- 
bery charges in four western Wash- 
ington cities. 

Late yesterday afternoon, Police 
Chief M. Jastram of Centralia re- 
ported a man resembling Dainard 
had been seen there in a soft drink 
stand. Centralia is about 75 miles 
south of Tacoma. 


Jastram said

The earth’s umbral cone, which 
the “noon entered at 9:11 at a point 
within 226,000 miles of the earth, 
extends a good 860,000 miles into 
space, the scientists say. Much of 
their interest was in the lighting 
effect of the umbral period, and in 
the bent sunlight which filtered 
about the moon in the time of to- 
tality, making a reddish ring. 

Chicago, like St. Louis, had an 
almost perfect view of the phe- 
uomenon, and throughout the Mid- 
dle West, there was no cloud inter- 
ference of consequence. At Yerkes 
Observatory, Williams Bay, Wis., 
conditions for photographs were 
good. All observatories were set 
to take many photographs. At the 
Naval Observatory in Washington, 
it was found that accurate observa- 
tion was difficult, because of the 
haze about the earth’s shadow. 

With the sun in full play, the 
moon’s temparature, it is estimated, 
does not go above the freezing 
point of water, and when the sun 
is absent, it goes as low as 200 de- 
grees below zero. Last night’s 
short interruption may not have 
caused so great a fall, and in any 
case no worry was felt about the 
moon’s inhabitants, as_ scientists 
hold that it has none.

LONDON, July 16.—A final de« 
cision rejecting David Lloyd 
George’s imitation “new deal” pro- 
gram for Great Britain, modeled 
after that in Washington, was made 
by the Cabinet last night. 

A detailed statement of reasons 
for the action will be published 
next Moanday. 

A prosperity loan of £250,000,000 
(almost $1,250,000,000) for the 
financing of productive public 
works during the next two years 
was the backbone of Lloyd George’s 
proposals, made publie in their en- 
tirety for the first time yesterday, 

The fact that the war-time Pre- 
mier was left out when the Cabinet 
was reshuffled recently was gener- 
ally interpreted as indicating that 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin’s 
new government would reject the 
proposals. 

A report of the Cabinet commit- 
tee appointed to study the New 
Deal schemes was expected to point 
out that several projects already, 
had been put into effect, while oth- 
ers were. visionary. 

Lioyd George has said Britain 
could not eliminate the dole and 
return to prosperity by traditional 
methods but must use bolder plans, 
He has announced he will put the 
plan before the cowntry at the 
forthcoming elections. 

The Government last week grant< 
ed Lloyd George the right to pub- 
lish his plans. : 

The Lloyd George proposals. in- 
clude: 

Creation of a national develop- 
ment board to survey - industrial, 
agricultural and financial resources 
of the nation and plan economic 
progress. 

Financial assistance for develop< 
ment of the overseas markets. 

Reduction of the British Cabinet 
(as during the World War) so that 
.it would consist of a Prime Minis- 
ter aud four or five Ministers with- 
out departments. 

Raising of the school-leaving age 
to 15, with reduction of daily work- 
ing hours, and where possible, lim- 
iting the work week to five days.

When you go to the doctor’s office 
take him along with you so that 
he meets the doctor and becomes 
accustomed to considering him a 
friendly, helpful person.

MOSCOW. 
ITH a growing minority of 
the more than 40,000,000 wom- 
en of the U. S. S. R. learning 
something about the meaning of 
the word “chic,” the Soviet textile 
and fashion authorities are faced 
with new and complicated problems 


the solution of which is taxing 
their abilities. : 

When a state undertakes to own 
and control industry it is one thing. 
When the same state undertakes to 
dictate women’s fashions it is an- 
other. i1n fact, the early efforts of 
the Soviet authorities to create a 
“proletarian” revolution in  fash- 
ions failed dismally. 

Little or nothing is heard these 
days of the movement of a few 
years ago to sever completely rela- 
tions with the fashion centers of 
the capitalistic world. The bizarre 
modes in women’s clothes—some of 
them reminiscent of fashions in 
ancient Greece—which were pro- 
posed seriously in 1932 as suitable 
for the workers’ and peasants’ 
state would be laughed at were 
they to reappear today. 

As for the Soviet textile chiefs, 
they have given up their futile ef- 
forts to popularize dressgoods in 
which the figures were cogwheels, 
electric bulbs, tractors, factories, 
railroads, gas masks or Red sol- 
diers, all more or less convention- 


alized. 

What, then, is the Soviet fashion 
situation today? 

Miss Elizabeth Hawes, Vassar 


College graduate and American 
fashion expert, came to the U. S. S. 
R. in part to study the clothes 
problem. In an interview here she 
told of her impressions and indi- 
cated some tentative conclusions. 

“Apparently when it comes to 


' clothes,” she said, “Soviet women— 


the majority of those who live in 
the cities, at least, -.re not prepared 
to be made the objects of clumsy 
experiments. Since the Soviet fash- 
ion experts have not yet been able 
to provide suitable substitutes for 
the modes of capitalistic countries 


the women themselves have forced 


the experts back to Paris and New 
York for their models. 

“The problem of the authorities 
has been complicated by the fact 
that they have had to deal with a 
conservative streak which appar- 
ently is deeply rooted in Russian 
women. Take the question of trous- 
ers. I am told that some women 
members of the Moscow police 
force actually resigned rather than 
wear the trousers which were, pre- 


scribed as part of their uniforms.

New York for ideas in fashions 
will prove temporary. In develop- 
ing their clothes industry the So- 
viets are starting near the bottom 
with relatively few traditions to 
maintain. With experience’ they 
should be in a position to develop 
a modified type of women’s attire 
acceptable to Soviet women be- 
cause attractive and at the same 
time applicable to mass production. 
If, as has been suggested, the 
Soviets are to lead the world in 
clothes design they will have to 
do something along this line.” 


Miss Hawes said that she found 
a good deal of difference of opinion 
and confusion of thought among 
the groups working here in the 
field of fashions. She continued: 


“In so far as the R. S. F. S. R. 
is concerned (this republic includes 
Great Russia and the bulk of Si- 
beria), there are two _ principal 
agencies engaged in this field, the 
Commissariat of Education and 
the wholesale Dress Trust. In gen- 
eral it can be said that the Com- 
missariat of Education is acting in 
a supervisory capacity, especially 
in respect to custom-made clothes. 
A so-called ‘Art Group,’ associated 
with the commissariat, is primarily 
interested in the development of 
clothes of this type and tends to 
look askance at mass production. 

“Of this school is Comrade Wolf- 
stein the woman editor of ‘Mode de 
la Saison,’ one of the Soviet fashion 
magazines, who told me_- she 
thought that under a regime 01 
mass production everyone would 


‘look alike. 


“The Dress Trust is working 
along other lines. In its factories 
it is producing women’s attire on a 
wholesale basis and thus, of course, 
it leans toward mass production. 

“Comrade Heifitz, who is charged 
with the publication of a number of 
fashion magazines which differ 
considerably from “Mode ale la 
Saison,” takes issue with the editor 
of the latter publication. He favors 
mass output, and is more or less 
confident that eventually made-to- 
order clothes will go out of exist- 
ence in this country. Heifitz is a 
hustler who has gone so far as to 
provide the women of the provinces 
with a Sovic: mail-order catalogue, 
on the American model, in which 
various types of women’s apparel 
produced in the Soviet factories are 
pictured, numbered, priced and de- 
scribed. 

For the most part, the modes 
in the Soviet fashion magazines 
are copies of the simpler fashions 
emanating from Paris and New 
York. The majority of the dresses 
which I saw at ‘showings’ were bad. 
The Soviets have not learned the 
importance of lines in dresses, and 
they fail to take account of the fact 
that the way in which we achieve 
our best clothes is through the ut- 
most simplicity. The bulk of the 


afternoon and street dresses which 
I have seen are too !ong, many of 


them of ankle length The Soviet lent, 


designers display a tendency to cut 
their material into too many pieces, 
and, in the case of made-to-order 
dresses, to decorate it with too 
much complicated handwork—em- 
broidery and drawn work. This 
handwork does not go with the kind 
of clothes they are trying to make. 
but it is available to them at low 
cost, so they go on using it. 

“The majority of the dresses, 


are of printed cottons, artificial 
silks or linen. The linen is excel- 
though not. non-crushable. 
There is a craze for berets, and in 
the streets of Moscow one. sees 
more examples of this type of head- 
wear than of any other. Stitched 
white hats also are popular. 

“The majority of the officials and

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With Politics--- 
Gangsters Fight for 
Police Department 
Control in ‘Good’ 
Towns. 


CHAPTER TWO. 

LONG-ESTABLISHED tradi- 
A tin demands that one speak 

kindly of the dead; neverthe- 
less, it becomes necessary to lay 
one more wreath of thistles upon 
the unrevered grave of Prohibition. 
The present crime set-up with its 
vast underground tendrils of ac- 
quaintanceship, “connections,” per- 
sons “wired in” to courts and po- 
lice departments, is directly trace- 
able to this experiment. Before 
that, the worst that could be said 
of any community was that it was 
a “good town,” which meant in 
thieves’ slang that it was an abid- 
ing place for crooks. 

Kansas City, in my younger days 
as a police reporter; was such a 
town. Often in the grimy old po- 
lice headquarters down at Fourth 
and Main streets, I would glance up 
from my typewriter, to wave a 
greeting to some nationally known 
pickpocket as he came slowly up 
the iron stairway from the street, 
worn slick by the passage of the 
criminals of the city. 

Perhaps it would be Pinky Blitz, 
whose front view and profile glared 
from the rogues’ galleries of a half 
hundred cities; or Milwaukce 
Whitey, or Memphis Thin; sooner 
or later they all made their way up 
those worn iron stairs and went in 
to report to the Chief of Police. 

This was a truce with crime: 
Pinky Blitz, when he needed money, 
would take a tour away from Kan- 
sas City. He would pick pockets 
where he chose, and when he be- 
came afraid of the law, he wouid 
return and make the trip up the 
iron stairway, to inform the police 
that he was back home and happy. 
The police then would go through 
the formula of telling Pinky Blitz 
that they expected him to obey the 
laws while he was in town, and in 
the event of a complaint from an- 
other city, naming him as a par- 
ticipant in some pocket-picking bee, 
he must live up to the rules of the 
game by coming down to headquar- 
ters and giving himself up to the 
visiting officers. All this was done; 
it was a matter of honor. This was 
the routine of the average good 
town. 

There are no really good towns 
any more, as viewed by the old 
standards. Prohibition made most 
cities good towns, but upon a dif- 
ferent basis. Where formerly a 
crook might remain in a city ss 
long as he committed no crime, he 
now may reside in the town, and 
even be a captain of a gang which 
preys upon that city, if he is prop- 
erly “wired in.” Dutch Schultz of 
New York remained free while the 
20,000 police of New York “sougit 
him,” a condition which Inspector 
Valentine of that city declared im- 
possible without tremendous polit- 


ical influence. 
. 
T found other ways of making a 
living than by feeding on the 
proceeds of robbery and murder. 
Today, however, the control of a 
police department is a prize to be 
sought by any possible means. 

I am reminded of a town, changed 
by prohibition, when a mobster pol- 
itician had been slaughtered a few 
days before by the machine guns of 
an opposing faction. The chief of 
police was discussing the matter. 

“You know, when you come to 
think of it, Johnny gave his life 
for the good of this city.” he said, 
with a degree of sentimentality. 
“He was killed because he wouldn't 
let the hoodlums take over the 
town. I’ve got the information that 
a bunch of bigtime crooks went to 
Johnny and told him that they 
wanted to work here. But he 
wouldn’t have it. He told them he’d 
run them all in the river. So they 
machine-gunned him.” 

It is the belief of the average 
citizen that a police chief controls 
the life of a city as concerns crooks. 
The naivete of the official's state- 
ment, however, reveals a different 
system. In at least one town, the 
big crook goes to see the ruling 
politician, and the police have noth- 
ing to say. That, sadly enough, is 
the condition of officials in other 
cities as well. Their jobs are de- 
pendent upon the whim of the man 
who controls them; they can mere- 
ly obey orders. 

It might be interesting, for in- 
stance, if figures could be  pub- 
lished, setting forth just how much 
stolen money was put up by a cer- 
tain gang of bank robbers for their 
years or so of comparative im- 
munity after a prison escape, dur- 
ing which time they reported al- 
most daily to a ruling politician. 
That, of course, would necessitate 
the opening of this gangster-poli- 
tician’s books, something no one 
ever has been able to bring about. 
It would be more interesting to 
name the city, except that it would 
cause so many unpleasant denials 
which, incidentally, would not 
come from the police. In fact, those 
law-enforcement officers might rel- 
ish an upheaval. After all, it is 
the politically protected crook who 
sometimes’ kills policemen—and 
gets away with it. The loud outcry 
would come from those good friends 
of criminaiity, the best citizens in

town. Provided, of course, that they 
belonged to some high-minded civic 
organization dedicated to making 
the name of their fair city known 
round the world. 

Most of the cities which are now 
bound and gagged, as concerns law 
enforcement, were centers of boot- 
leg activities for large contributing 
territories during prohibition. The 
systems enforced there spread to 
the nation, a tremendous massing 
of underworld information coupled 
with the welding of criminal ele- 
ments, until now the paths of crime 
encompass America. Most of it 
came about through the develop- 
ment of the “fix.” 

No matter what else may be said 
of prohibition, the violation of 
liquor laws could not possibly have 
succeeded without the wide use of 
bribery or political pressure. 

Many of the men who had taken 
up bootlegging were new to gen- 
eral crime. True, they were fixers, 
pay-off men, hi-jackers, racketeers, 
rod and machine gunners, but at 
heart, they considered themselves 
business men, in the trade of sup- 
plying a certain well-defined want. 
Many of them were highly intelli- 
gent; numerous college educated 
persons turned to bootlegging dur- 
ing the fat years. In prison these 
men met persons of lower intelli- 
gence who boasted of their success 
in robbing banks or sticking up 
payrolls. The idea appealed to the 
newcomers. 

The two types of criminality min- 
gled and exchanged views. Again 
the intelligent learned from the 
slower-witted—for until prohibition 
—the average criminal was below 
par in mentality. 

Now new types of men have 
taken up crime—men who began 
by dealing bottles off the hip and 
who have graduated to robbing 
banks. Time was when a petty 
larceny thief could be listed as 
that for the rest of his life—crime 
ran according to the grade of in- 
telligence. But with the _ resort- 
loving, gambling-mad, race-track- 
following criminal of the new type, 
there is a diversity bounded only 
by the criminal’s intelligence. It 
is this situation which the. country 
faces today and which the average 
citizen discusses by asking what 
can be done when the police de- 
partments are full of crooks. 

In that, the average citizen, as 
usual, is thoroughly wrong. Police 
departments are not full of crooks. 
They are mainly full of honest men 
who resent the burdens’ under 
which they labor, but are power- 
less to do anything about it. With- 
in the last two years, it has been 
my privilege to examine certain 
confidential information which has 
led me backstage into the work- 
ings of nearly every large police 
department in America. These 
were the records of a vast power 
which slowly has been building, to 
a great degree in comparatiye se- 
crecy, until it now can take its 
place as a stanchion to strengthen 
the local law-enforcement agencies 
of the nation. It is the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation of the 
United States Department of Jus- 
tice. 

There are no politics in this or- 
ganization. During its 10 years of 
life under its present administra- 
tion, there has not been even 4 
hint of scandal. Largely an in- 
vestigative unit until a few years 
ago, it achieved great growth with 
the passing of the national kid- 
naping laws, following the tragedy 
of the Lindbergh baby. 

In 30 strategic points in the Unit- 
ed States and others in its posses- 
sions, one can find the outposts of 
the Bureau of Investigation. Some- 
times the “field office,’ as it is 
called, will be in a Federal build- 
ing; more often it will be found 
tucked away in a business block, 
with no apparent connection wit 
crime save the lettering on the 
door. Within the offices one finds 
no uniforms, no visible display of 
guns, no persons of the _ police 
type. Instead, there are only the 
evidences of the usual business of- 
fice: young women at typewriters 
and busy young men working over 
desks, upon which sometimes are 
stacked heavy, loose-leaf files, 
bound in Manila wrappers. Inno- 
cent enough looking, these files. 
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“EXILE” . . . Alcatraz Island, off

where many of the public enemies are sent. 


Yet they often represent the re- 
ports from a nation-wide band of 
investigators, whose’  inexorability 
rapidly is becoming a national tra- 
dition.

TOUR of the field offices would 
A reveai comparatively few  per- 

sons more than 40 years old. 
Thirty would be nearer the average 
age; men with color still left in 
their cheeks, and a certain air of 
youthful enthusiasm. Few of them 
are burly, although many are ath- 
letes. <All are pleasant-mannered, 
polite, well-poised, engaging; you 
will find among these young men 
dozens who are proficient in for- 
eign languages, others who can 
take a plane aloft at a moment’s 
notice, still others who can dis- 
course authoritatively on botany, 
or chemistry, economics, history, 
mathematics or physics, because 
once they led classes in these 
studies. 


You will find football and base- 
ball coaches, and men who won 
their college letters in every sport 
from basketball to rowing; there 
are even wrestlers, among them a 
champion. Or their past may re- 
veal.a history of truck driving, 
work in lumber camps, experience 
in mines; you will find newspaper 
reporters, painters, railroad work- 
ers, restaurant men, telegraphers 
and even a baker. There are radio 
operators, swimming instructors 
and life guards. 

Or here is a man who knows all 
about customs requirements  be- 
cause he once was an examiner, 
half a dozen or so who know the 
psychology of the foreigner 
through experience as immigration 
inspectors; still others know every 
trick and dodge of men in peniten- 
tiaries, gained while prison work- 
ers. There are ex-postoffice clerks, 
mine foremen, electricians, motor 
experts, mechanics, telegraph and 
telephone linemen, printers, sales- 
men, and hospital workers. Much 
of this. experience came coincident- 
ally with academic learning, for 
the background of the Special 
Agents shows that many of them 
worked their way through college. 

Among the sprinkling of older 
men, it is possible to find an In- 
dian expert when one is needed, 
for there are several. There are 
ex-United States marshals, former 
sheriffs, men who have served as 
successful chiefs of police and 
heads of detective bureaus. There 
are ex-cowboys and men who once 
rode the desert stretches of the 
Mexican border as Texas Rangers. 
Out of this wide range of dis- 
Similarities, there is one descrip- 
tion applicable to every man. 
Whether he be ex-Texas Ranger 
or former  postoffice clerk. sea- 
man, aviator, or student of bot- 
any, he is deadly with firearms of 
all sorts, from pistols to rifles, and 
nm’ gangster ever manipulated a 
sub-machine gun with more ac- 
curacy than these men of the “D 
of J.” 

Moreover, concealed in these 
quietly business-like offices are evi- 
dences that the United States has 
accepted the challenge of the un- 
derworld to shoot it out: there are 
sawed-off shotguns, machine guns, 
gas-riot guns, high-powered rifles, 
automatic pistols with special mag- 
azine attachments, bullet-proof 
vests, protective steel shields be- 


hind which men may creep up on 
some outlaw, barricaded and de- 
termined to die fighting. There are 
powerful searchlights to flood the 


_ scene of a crime chase, flares with 


which to signal for assistance. In 
nearby garages await super-geared 
automobiles capable of roaring out 
upon a crime chase at a speed of 
85 miles an hour. 


Controlling this vast network of 
men and armament is a compara- 
tively young executive who sits at 
a desk in Washington, his vigi- 
lance constantly asserting itself 
through the _ long-distance  tele- 
phone. In the course of a day, it 
often links him to every state In 
the Union. Serious-minded only be- 
cause crime allows him so few 
opportunities to laugh, he gives 
practically every waking moment 
to the job before him. Early 
morning finds him at his desk, mid- 
night and dawn may see the lights 
of his office still burning, while 
the plugs click in the switchboards 
of a nation and a crime chase 
moves onward to its conclusion. 
This is J. Edgar Hoover, the man 
who built up the Bureau of In- 
vestigation from comparatively few 
duties into its present’ status, 
equaled nowhere in the world for 
efficiency and swiftness of punish- 
ment. At 40 he is the most feared 
man the underworld ever has 
known. 


in crime are those 
who conduct their lives largely 
along the same lines pursued 
by the business man who believes 
in wide acquarntanceship, com- 
plete familiarity with all necessary 
contacts, and\in the value of influ- 
ence, both fartrfily and political. No 
man can succeed in business by 
drawing off by himself. Exactly 
the same precepts hold true for 
the person who chooses to align 
himself against the law. 


Yet organization in crime {is only 
a term, a phrase. Even in the days 
of Al Capone, there was no such 
thing as real organization. Mainly 
Capone ruled—if such can be the 
term—because he got in On a grow- 
ing business where there was a 
tremendous demand for liquor and 
little call for law enforcement. He 
made money and made it fast, 
therefore he could hire thugs to 
promote his business, attorneys 
with tremendous political influence 
to protect it, and bribe almost 
whom he chose. He had a certain 
business ability. Yet he was no 
genius. He got away with it while 
the going was easy, like a_ rich 
prospector with both hands full of 
money, who is able to buy a town 
—because he pays for it. When 
the going became hard, Capone 
went to prison, and did it with a 
far greater degree of submission 
than many desperadoes of the pres- 
ent day. 

The effort to place Capone be- 
hind bars was for years a farce. 
He even obligingly dropped in at 
police stations wherever he heard 
he was wanted and almost as quick- 
ly walked out again. But finally 
the United States Government de- 
cided that he had come within its 
jurisdiction on an income-tax mat- 
ter. An opportunity then was pro- 
vided to establish the exact degree 
of shrewdness and cunning pos- 
sessed by this alleged emperor of 
crime. 


Successes 
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NO JOKE NOW ... “SCAR- 
FACE” AL CAPONE, who thought 
the efforts to put him behind the bars 
quite amusing, until Federal agents 


puts him there. 
(courts by turning the matter 
over to his attorneys. They in 
turn had dismissed the annoyance 
by methods which gangsters’ attor- 
neys, especially in those days, 
seemed to know so well. Therefore, 
when the Federal Court called Ca- 
pone, he looked upon the summons 
with his usual disdain. 

In all justice to Al Capone, this 
was not his fault. That respon- 
sibility belonged to the American 
people who allowed him to build up 
a political machine, to help control 
elections, and who, in many cases, 
heroized him because he established 
a few soup kitchens and gave away 
food to hungry men during cold 
winters. 

Al Capone was called as a wit- 
ness in a prohibition case before 
Federal Judge James H. Wilkerson, 
in Chicago. Capone dismissed the 
matter and went to Florida, his at- 
torneys submitting an affidavit by 
a physician of Miami, stating that 
Capone was recuperating from 
bronchial pneumonia and that a 
trip to Chicago would endanger his 
life. 

Excuses of this type had sufficed 
before in the lesser branches of the 
judiciary to which Mr. Capone had 
been invited. It did not satisfy 
Judge Wilkerson. The Bureau of 
Investigation was given the task 
of determining the exact extent of 
Capone’s illness and his inability to 
attend court. 

Special agents 


APONE hitherto had evaded 


therefore were 
sent to Miami. The investigation 
was ridiculously simple. They 
found that Capone’s treatment for 
bronchial pneumonia consisted of 
frequent trips to the race track and 
jockey club. Another specific was 
seaplane trips between Miami and 
Bimini, in the Bahama Islands, 
where he went to confer with liq- 
uor runners. 

The Special Agents made their 
report to the court, and for the 
first time Capone really felt the 
strength of law. He was sentenced 
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ON FILE... Thousands of 
records are kept in filing cabinets like 
the one at top. Lower, J. EDGAR 
HOOVER, nemesis of law breakers, 
addressing a crime conference at 
W ashington, 


to six months for contempt, which 
he served concurrently with - the 
term he is now undergoing at Al- 
catraz Island for income tax eva- 
sion. 

The point is not that Capone 
tried to beat the law. It is the 
fact that a crook can always find 
someone to help him in his at- 
tempts to defeat justice. In the 
files of the Bureau of Investigation 
are countless alibis, or even given 
perjured testimony regarding 
questioned documents simply be- 
cause some criminal asked them to 
do so. 

The crook depends on all that. 

As conditions exist, the worth- 
while criminal of today knows ex- 
actly where to find aid in any city 
of size in America, He knows 
what merchant to patronize, what 
tailor makes clothes with concealed 
pistol pockets, which hotels ane 
resorts are “right,” what cities 
have politically dominated police. 
He has the name of the crooked 
banker or broker or fence who will 
take ransom money or banknotes 
off his hands at a discount. He 
has the telephone numbers and 
names of doctors who will attend 
his wounds if he is injured in the 
commission of a crime and who 
will keep the fact a secret. He 
even ha& a fairly good record of 
“soft” pardon boards, easy Gover- 
nors and “gill” or loosely run pris- 
ons, so that if caught for his 
crimes, he may plead guilty to 
something in a state where punish- 
ment is not severe and where the 
parole board is composed of “sis- 
ters” who believe that all a convict 
needs to make him a model of 
sweetness and gentility is a little 
more freedom. He even knows 
what beauty-shop proprietor to 
patronize to get his hair dyed. 

Naturally, these are generalized 
statements. It will not be difficult 
to prove all of them. Here is one 
item in particular: Suppose you 
should decide that your family au- 
tomobile should be made bullet 
proof. Just how would you’ go 
about it? 

There would be the questions by 
the police, to inquire just why you 
desired this .car armor-plated. 
There would be questions from the 
motor-car company. And if you 
never have seen i bullet-proofed 
car, perhaps a description of one 
might give some idea of the diffi- 
culties ‘tendant upon having the 
job done. 

The body is of thick steel, so 
thick that a strong effort is neces- 
sary to close a door. Even the top 
is made of light armor plate. Every 
bit of glass used in the windows 
and panels is at least three-quarters 
of an inch thick and of the non- 
shatterable variety. The windshield 
is raised from the bottom, to allow 
the muzzle of a machine gun to be 
shoved through with the least pos- 
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sible danger to the person who op- 
erates it. The same is true of the 
rear panel, usually immovable. 
There are special apertures in the 
dashboard for automatic pistols, the 
inlay, and woodwork being so care- 
fully done that even the most in- 
quisitive policeman, cnce the draw- 
er is locked, would pass this re 
ceptacle as a factory job. The 
same is true of machine-run racks 
concealed in the rear of the front 
seats. 

The tires are filled with a punc- 
ture-healing liquid, which flov's ime 
mediately into any hole that may 
be created by a bullet, thus allowing 
the car to proceed, no matter how 
many persons shoot at the tires, 
The radiator grill is of bullet-re- 
sisting steel, and the engine is pro- 
tected by a plating which lies in- 
side the hood. 

All of this work is done perfect- 
ly, professionally. The trademarks 
of the car remain as they orig- 
inally existed. Here, therefore, is 
a job which requires a tremendous 
amount of equipment. Where is it 
all done? Many law-enforcement 
officers would like to know. They 
can’t find out. But persons in ap- 
parently remote places have no dif- 
ficulty. I remember Joe Roma. 

An inoffensive sort of fellow as 
I know him. He ran a little grocery 
store on what is known as the 
North Side of Denver, and believed 
in beautiful things. Joe liked to go 


to church. He loved flowers and 
music, All the chidren loved Joe 
Roma. Parents said it was because 
he loved children. 

There were rumors about Joe, 
The North Side at that time was 
Denver's dispensary for what was 
known as Sugar Moon. The rumors 
insisted that Joe Roma was at the 
head of this business and that he 
had caused the killing of several 
Italians who had tried to “muscle 
in” on his trade. 

Of course Joe denied all this. He 
even persuaded a high police offi- 
cial to accompany him on a visit 
to the managing editor of a news- 
paper which had hinted that Joe 
was a gangster—there the police 
official told of Joe’s love of family, 
of home, of children and of music, 
This is no reflection on the offi- 
cial; he was sincere.

There was 
no hesitation anywhere, no skirm- 
ishing about. Joe Dunne went into 
a town, found his men, arranged 
the financial end of the transac- 
tion and drove on again. When 
indictments were handed down: it 
was necessary to pick up defend- 
ants in New Mexico, New York, 
Illinois, Minnesota, Missouri, Okla- 
homa, California and Arkansas, 
(Continued Tomorrow) 
(Copyright, 1935.)

Symptoms. 

In sun:troke these conditions are 
all greatly exaggerated, and the 
heat -egulating mechanism of the 
body is completely overwhelmed. 
Sunstroke comes on suddenly and 
death may be instantanecus. The 
victim always is unconscious, the 
temperature is higher than in any 


other condition, sometimes going to 


as high as 109 degrees F. In this 
condition, as in heat cramps, the 
loss of salts in the perspiration re- 
duces the chloride content of the 
blood. 

Treatment of both conditions is 
the same. If you are put in the 
position of being compelled to take 
care of a sunstrcke victim before 
medical aid arrives, the important 
thing is to loosen any tight parts 
of the clothing—the neck and waist 
recion—and throw water over the 
body of the patient. 

That instruction should be taken 
water should be 
thrown on the patient’s body with 
some force. The treatment which 
is so often advised of putting the 
patient in ice packs or very cold 
water is not by any means good ad- 
vice. In a series of cases in which 
the methods of different hospitals 
were compared, it was found the 
hospital which employed the _ ice 
pack routine had the highest num- 


- ber of deaths. The treatment em- 


ployed in the hospital which had 
the best record was to lay the pa- 
tient out on a cot, entirely naked, 
and throw lukewarm or cool water 


upon the skin from a hose.

Cold Water. 


Throwing a bucket of water on 
the body amounts to the same 
thing. After this has revived the 
patient somewhat, he is wrapped 
in a sheet and water sprinkled over 
him. 

Cold water or an ice cap on the 
head is a necessary part of all sun- 
stroke treatment. 

It must be remembered 
there is profound shock to _ the 
heart when sunstroke comes on, 
and the effect of ice packs or ice 
cold water is to increase this shock. 
The effect of water thrown force- 
fully on the skin is to raise the 
blood pressure and stimulate the 
heart. Of course, the primary ob- 
ject of treatment is to reduce the 
body temperature, which always is 
excessive, producing the highest 
temperatures we see, but the mod- 
erately cool water does that just 
= effectively as the ice cold wa-

ARL SANDBURG defines. poet- 
Cr» as the synthesis of biscuits 

and hyacinths. That also de- 
fines life, which must be a blend 
of bread and roses or it can hard- 
ly be called life at all. 

Or as Edwin Markham put it, 
“bread, beauty, and brotherhood”; 
and with him agrees the Koran: 
“If 1 had but two loaves of bread, 
I would sell one and buy hyacinths, 
for beauty is the bread of the soul.” 

What two poets and one prophet 
unite to tell us is that man does 
not live by bread alone; he must 
have beauty, too. All that we do, 
everything we handle, ought to 
combine these two sides of life. 

If bread is a symbol of the com- 
monplace necessities of life, its 
whole wheat, so to say, roses rep- 
resent its loveliness—the glory of a 
sunset, the smile of a baby, the 
ecstasy of great music; all the 
many things which enhance life 
with mystery, color and fragrance. 

Yet how ugly much of our life 
is, ugly beyond the power of words 
to tell. No wonder we are dissatis- 
fied and starved of soul, blind to 
beauty when she passes with the 
glint of sunlight on her wings. 

After all, beauty is as cheap as 
ugliness; but we lack taste, insight, 
a sense of the gracious ministry of 
beauty. We shut up art in mvw- 
seums as we shut up religion in 
shrines, and leave life bare. 

Many of our towns are splotches 
on the landscape, and our cities, if 
they have beauty-spots, shade off 
into shabbiness—more often into a
